The Secret of Popularity 

Some people are born with the kind of inner 
charm that makes others like them, have confidence 
in them and want to follow their leadership, A 
great many more build it up in themselves through 
their habits of thought. You can do it too, if you 
will makc your mind work for you and train it 
into certain thinking habits. 

You raustn't be afraid to make your mind 
work. niere is probably more intelligence in that 
head of yours than you'vc ever imagined. Most 
people never use more than a small fraction of 
their mental energy. They are always saving it by 
doing routine things that don t take thought, let- 
ting ol her p"eople make decisions for them and get- 
ting their opinions rcadymade. 

You must have confidence in your own judg- 
ment, Your judgment is the result of all the ycars 
of your own expcrience and of the impressions 
that have been made on you, so it's much more 
likely to be right on a problem affecting yoursclf 
than what somebody else tells you. 

Pay attention to your hunches. That's your sub- 
conscious mind's way of flashing an answer to a 
question, and ifs based on the accumulation of 
your expcrience and impressions, just as your judg- 
ment is. 

Whcn you do your own thinking and trust your 
own judgment, you'll find that othcr people have 
more confidence in you, and you'll have gone a 
long way toward conquering that arch-encmy of 
charm and popularity, self-consciousness.

Whcn you realize how 
tnfling that little uncomfortablc expcrience was, 
you should laugh it off and forget it . . . your dark 
mood will disappear. 

Positive 
thoughts attrået people, and there's always the 
chance that everything will turn out the way you 
want it to, so you might rcap the added advantages 
an optimistic attitude will bring you. 

Try to scc the attitude and point of view of 
othcr people. Remcmbcr that lifc is a compromise.

Know within yoursclf that you hane the qualities 
to makc people like you, and let them know Ihc 
real you. Whcn you talk about yourself, tell the 
thmp that are really intercsting. Don't just make 
conversation about nothing or talk yourself out to 
relicvc the prcssure of your own fcclings. And 
whcn you listen to othcr people talk, give them 
your wholehcarted attention as if thcy werc more 
important to you at the moment than anything 
else. 

Aftcr all, ifs the inner feeling and glow that 
counts, and that's something you can cultivatc lo 
bring you the dividends of happincss and popu- 
larity we are all looking for in life. 

So You're The Quiet Type 

Do you ever say this to yourself: "When every- 
one else u) a group is being entertaining and a- 
musing, I can never think of a word to say." 

If you do, then a charm expert has an answer for 
you. "You're fortunate! That quality. j roperly cul- 
ti\ ated, can m^ke you one of the n ost popular 
members of your group." 

In the urgc to be scintillating, entertaining, 



amusing, or what-have-you, many of us forget that 
therc has to be a someone to apprcciate the flood of 
wit and near wit that the sparkling conversational- 
ists pour out with such apparcnt ease. And while 
admittedly it's more furr to give than to receive 
when giving consistø of casy wit and effortlcss epi- 
gram, there is compensation for bcing on the re- 
cciving end — namcly this: the lady who talks read- 
Jly may be more admircd, but the onc who listens 
readily is apt to be better liked. And when you 
compare the advantagcs of bcing liked and being 
admired in terms of invitations, friendships, and 
dates, you'll find that bcing liked slacks up quite 
as well as bcing admired, sometimes cven better 
when men are involved. 

"But listcning has never made friends for me." 
»orne quiet gi ris complain. 

It depends, young lady, on how you listen, on 
how you look when you listen, cven on how you 
lit when you listen. When you're slouching back 
in your chair, reflecting dismally that othcr pcople 
always secm to have more fun than you do, w^h- 
ing desperately that you could think of something 
sparkling to say, you aren't really listening. You're 
concentrating on yoursclf instrad of on others.

Resolve to be an appreciative audience of one for 

the conversation of others. 

Look interested. 5lt up in your chair in an atti- 
tude of alcrtness. Let your exprcssion reflect your 
intcrest, your amuscment, your sympathy with what 
is being said. Your exprcssion can say: "You're 
vcry interesting. very vvise, very witty." And when 
you've traincd your exprcssion to convey these lit; 
tie messages, you nccdn't worry about conveying 
any othcr messages with your lips. Pcople apprcci- 
ate apprcciation far more than they do constant 
entertainmcntl 

You're A Good Date If . . . 

1. You're ready on time. 

2. You" re dressed appropriately for the occasion— 
not too dressed up so that you're conspicuous, 
not too plainly dressed so that your date Ihinks 
you didn't considcr him worth dressing up for. 

3. You're interested in the boy you're going out 
with. A man assumes that if a gir! isn't inter- 
ested in him, shc doesn't accept his invitation. 

4. You re willing to suit your mood for encertain- 
ment to his pocketbook. 

5. You kcep up your end of the conversation. This 
mcans that you're neithcr a chatterbox nor so 
bent on being a good listener that you don t say 
a word all evening. 

6. You adapt yourself easily to whatever situations 
that may arise — such as meeting his friends, 
meeting some of your own friends, tinding that 
plans must bc changed. 

7. You're neithcr too prudish nor too eager. 

8. You have a good time!
